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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Ramsbottom  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman.  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  a  Report  on  the  health  and  conditions 
of  the  District  in  the  years  1566  and  1567. 

During  this  period  there  has  been  an  increase  in  population  of  330 
and  the  number  of  dwellings  has  increased  by  310.  There  has  been  a  slight 
increase  in  the  number  of  biruhs,  jut  more  si  in  1967,  and  in  both  years 

there  was  a  slight  increase  :  u  '-he  tir-R.  rate. 

Unfortunately,  cherw  war  an  increase  in  the  number  ox  dealths  in  1966 
and  the  number  in  3.967,  although  les^  than  Lhe  previous  year,  was  still 
greater  than  in  1965,  It  was  rather  disconcerting  to  note  that  there  were 
six  dealths  of  children,  under  one  year,  in  7.966,  and  five,  under  one  year, 
in  1967. 

I  will  be  note',  that  the  major  causes  of  death  are  those  from  Cancer, 
Coronary  Heart  Disease,  other  diseases  of  the  heart,  and  Vascular  Lesions 
of  the  nervous  system  These  are  the  'Dour  Horsemen  of  the  Apocalypse',  who, 
in  recent  years  have  been  tin  major  cause  of  death,  especially  in  the  elderly. 
It  is  with  some  pride  that  I  am  able  to  record  that  no  maternal  deaths  have 
occurred  in  either  of  the  two  years  under  review,  which  results  in  1967  being 
the  ninth  year  since  the  last  maternal  death*  This  reflects  great  credit 
on  both  the  domiciliary  and  Hospital  Midwifery  Services  and  it  is  hoped  that 
this  high  standard  will  be  maintained.  This  can  only  be  achieved  if 
expectant  Mothers  will  take  full  advantage  of  she  services  which  are  available 
to  oare  for  them  and  their  children* 

It  will  be  interesting  to  compare  the  expected  outbreak  of  measles  this 
coming  winter  with  the  number  notified  in  1966  and  1967  and  whether  the 
public  have  taken  advantage  of  the  facility  to  have  their  children  immunised 
against  this  disease.  Theoretics  17.y .  this  coming  winter’s  epidemic  should 
not  occur,  or  at  least  should  be  remarkably  reduced,  but  time  will  tell 
whether  this  is  so.  Once  this  condition  is  brought ' under  control  the  number 
of  diseases  notified  each  year  will  drop  remarkably.  Attention  should  be 
drawn  to  the  increasing  incidence  of  Inf  ective  Hepatitis  and  mention  must 
be  made  here  of  the  desirabliiity  of  the  condition  produced  by  Brucella 
infected  milk  being  also  notified,  in  order  that  we  can  arrive  at  a 
proper  assessment  of  its  incidence  in  the  population. 


Although  the  number  of  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  on  the  Register 
is  gradually  reducing,  year  by  year,  this  does  not  mean  that  this  condition 
can  be  neglected  becP-uso:  the  occasional  notification  of  new  cases  is  still 
occuring  and  it  is  only  with  constant  vigilance  that  this  disease,  which  can 
ravage  and  cause  great  unhappiness,  can  really  be  kept  under  control. 

Your  attention  is  drawn  to  the  increasing  sampling  and  testing  of  milk 
especially  for  the  presence  of  Brucella.  Although  this  condition  is  not 
notifiable,  cases  are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department,  from 
time  to  time,  which  show  the  risks  which  are  open  to  the  public  at  large, 
especially  those  who  insist  on  drinking  unpast eurised  milk,  or  who  are  employed 
in  the  farming,  veterinary  or  slaughtering  industry. 

Although  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Food  and  Fisheries,  has  introduced 
a  scheme  whereby  Brucella- Free  Herds  are  registered  it  will  take  some 
considerable  time  for  this  scheme  to  be  fully  implemented  and  not  until  an 
area  is  well  on  the  way  to  being  completely  Brucellar-Free  will  it  become  a 
designated  area  and  thus  be  obligatory  for  cattle  to  be  Brucella-Free.  It 
will  probably  take  anything  from  five  to  ten  years  before  this  situation  is 
clarified,  and,  as  there  is  a  high  incidence  of  this  disease  in  the  North-West, 
it  would  appear  that  this  area  will  be  one  of  the  last  to  achieve  the  position 
of  being  free  from  this  condition. 

During  1967  a  belated  start  was  made  to  clean  up  the  atmosphere  over 
Ramsbottom,  by  the  appointment  of  a  Technical  Assistant  for  Smoke  Control, 
and  as  a  result  of  a  Public  Enquiry,  in  June,  1967,  the  first  Smoke  Control 
Order  v/as  confirmed.  This  came  into  operation  in  July,  1963.  The  Council 
is  to  be  congratulated  on  deciding  to  proceed  with  this  work,  although  it  is 
perhaps  behind  some  of  the  neighbouring  Authorities.  Eventually,  of  course, 
the  whole  of  the  North  West  should  be  covered  by  Smoke  Controlled  Areas, 
thus  improving  living  conditions  generally  for  everybody  in  the  North  We st 
region. 

Desoite  the  progress  made  in  providing  additional  single  unit  dwellings, 
with  background  heat,  I  must  again  emphasise  that  in  the  coming  years  the 
demand  for  this  type  of  accommodation,  with  appropriate  heating,  etc. 
for  the  elderly,  that  they  will  be  enabled  to  live  for  much  longer  periods 
in  their  own  homes  without  having  to  resort  to  being  admitted  to  residential 
accommodation,  Cn  top  of  this,  of  course,  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide 
domiciliary  services  to  enable  the  elderly  to  carry  on  as  independent  persons. 
This  will  entail  providing  domiciliary  services  such  as  Home  Help,  District 
Nursing,  Meals- on- Wheels,  Luncheon  Clubs,  etc.  etc. 

I  gratefully  acknowledge  the  hel.p  received  from  the  Staff  of  the 
Department,  especially  that  of  Mr.  Kellett,  and  would  again  express  my  thanks 
to  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  the  Council  for  their  continued 
support.

The  whole  of  the  Water  Authority* s  supply  is  subject  to  frequent 
sampling  by  the  health  authorities  throughout  its  supply  area* 

During  the  year  four  samples  were  taken  by  the  Department  of  public 
water,  all  being  satisfactory. 

The  Council  have  passed  a  resolution  stating  that  they  have  no 
objection  to  the  fluoridation  of  the  public  water  supply* 

(b)  PRIVATE.  -  Many  houses  and  isolated  farms  draw  their  water 
from  private  supplies.  In  1966  there  were  35  and  in  1967  there  were 
13  bacteriological  samples  taken  from  private  supplies  which  were 
suspected,  of  which  17  and  13  respectively  were  unsatisfactory. 

In  all  446  yards  of  new  2in.  main,  365  yards  of  new  J>±n  main, 
and  260  yards  of  4  in.  main  were  laid  during  1967  and  during  1966 
574  yards 'of  2in,  1190  yards  of  3  in,  and  1992  yards  of  4  in.  main 
were  laid. 

During  the  period  the  Council  agreed  jointly  with  owners  of 
houses  on  unsatisfactory  water  supplies  at  Helmshore  Road,  and  at 
Stubbins  and  Strongstry  to  subsidise  the  laying  of  mains.  One 
hundred  and  three  houses  will  be  changed  from  private  to  public  water.

In  1966  the  Council  had  a  work  study  carried  out  of  the  refuse 
collection  service.  As  a  result  the  refuse  collection  rounds  wore 
reduced  from  three  to  two.  The  district  is  now  served  by  two  teams  of 
e  even  drivers  and  ashbinmen,  a  reduction  of  three  men.  After  initial 
teething  troubles  the  service  settled  down  to  a  regular  weekly 
collection.  3ach  round  is  in  charge  of  a  ganger,  with  a  foreman  in 
charge  of  the  collection  and  disposal  service.  During  1967,  fourteen 
men  joined  the  department  ,  and  twelve  men  left.  A  40  hour  week  is  in 
operation,  special  collections  of  bulky  household  refuse  are  carried 
out  on  Saturday  morning. 

The  Council  collect,  at  an  annual  charge,  refuse  from  certain 
houses  in  the  Tottington  U.D.C.  and  Bury  C.B.  areas  more  readily 
accessible  fro®  this  district.  Tottington  U.D.C.  collect  refuse  in 
a  smalu  portion  of  Holcombe  Brook  more  readily  accessible  from 
the  Tottington  area. 

The  Cleansing  Staff  arc  provided  with  two  sets  of 'overalls 
annually  and  a  sot  of  water-proof  clothing  bi~annually. 

Repairs  and  maintenance  are  carried  out  by  the  Council’s 
Tranport  Department,  This  system  came  into  operation  in  1954 
and  has  proved  very  successful.  The  co-operation  of  the 
Transport  Manager,  Mr.  J.  Mort  and  his  staff,  is  acknowledged.

A  set  of  meteorological  instruments  are  in  use,  these  daily 
provide  valuable  information  to  use  in  conjunction  with  air  polluti 
data,  giving  rainfall,  barometric  pressure,  humidity,  maximum  and 
minimum  temperatures,  two  tables  provide  inf or mat ion  from  these 
instruments.  A  Kew  pattern  barometer  was  brought  into  use  in 
September,  I960,  along  with  a  "Snowdon"  rain  gauge,  and  various 
thermometers c  The  Surveyors  Department;  operates  a  recording 
rain  gauge * 


Monthly  reports  of  the  whole  of  this  work  are  forwarded  to 
the  D.S.I.R.  Warren  Spring  laboratory,  Stevenage,  and  valuable 
comparisons  with  other  areas  are  provided,  a  monthly  summary 
is  issued  for  all  recording  stations  in  the  country.  Close 
contact  is  maintained  with  the  Laboratory  through  the  Consultative 
Committee,  through  whom  all  records  are  consolidated.

In  1966  the  Health  Department  submitted  66  samples  for  examination 

for  thS  presence  of  the  organism  brucella  abortus  Of  these  were 

positive  to  the  Ring  Test  and  2  were  positive  to  the  Culture  Test. 

In  1967  the  Health  Department  submitted  40  samples  for  examination 
for  the  presence  of  the  organism  brucella  abortus.  Of  these 
for  the  Ring  Test,  of  which  13  were  positive,  and  14  were  for  the 
Culture  Test  of  which  2  were  positive.  When  positive  samples  are 
obtained  the  farmer  is  asked  to  call  m  a  Veterinary  Officer  at 
once  in  order  to  make  a  clinical  examination  of  the  herd  and  to 
take  individual  samples  if  necessary.  When. an  inf. s^ed  ^  ^ 
identified  the  farmer  agrees  in  writing  to. isolate  the  offending 
animal  and  submit  the  milk  for  pasteurisation. 

Two  positive  samples  were  obtained  involving  in  all  two 
individual  cows.  There  has  been  the  fullest  co-operatcon  from 
the  farmers  who  are  anxious  to  keep  their  herds  free  from  anfection. 

The  eradication  of  Brucella  Abortus  by  present  methods  will 
be  a  very  slow  process.  At  present  there  is  no  control  over  the 
disposal  of  infected  cows  which  can  be  offered  for  sale  on  the  open 
market.  The  legal  enforcement  of  compulsory  pasteurisation  is 
also  complicated,  and  is  often  looked  on  as  an  imposition. 

This  infection  in  raw  milk  is  considerably  more  prevalent  in 
this  part  of  Lancashire  due  to  large  percentage  of  non-heat  treated 
milk  on  sale  from  a  large  number  of  producer  -  retailers  who  have 
’flying  herds'.  This  makes  the  problem  of  obtaining  brucella  fr 
herds  a  difficult  one  in  this  area.

When  considering  these  results  it  should  be  remembered  that 
the.  methylene  blue  test  and  the  grading  as  applied  to  ice-cream  is 
provisional  and  is  only  and  index  of  its  bacterial  cleanliness  and 
not  its  safety  for  human  consumption.  The  results  on  this  basis 
were  good,  3  samples  being  grade  1. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  suggest  that  over  a  period  of  six 
months,  5 of  a  vendors  samples  should  fall  into  Grade  1,  QCf/o 
into  Grade  1  or  11,  not  more  than  20 %  into  Grade  111,  and  none  into 
Grade  IV.

This 
is  a  brick  structure,  adequately  ventilated,  flyproof,  and  provided 
with  cement  rendered  walls,  water  laid  on,  drainage  facilities, 
hanging  rails,  etc.

During  the  year  three  slaughterhouse  licences  were  renewed, 
these  expire  on  the  31st  December,  196?* 

Regular  visits  are  paid  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  Veterinary  Officer.  Extensive  improvements  were  carried 
out  to  one  slaughterhouse. 

Slaughtering  has  been  carried  out  continually  since  decontrol 
in  195^  on  most  days  of  the  week.  From  January  to  December,  1967 
a  total  of  37,508  animals  were  slaughtered, 

Considerable  overtime  has  been  worked  by  the  Council’s  meat 
inspectors,  and  during  1967,3 77  hours  on  weekdays  and  192  hours 
on  Sundays,  a  total  of  569  hours,  were  worked  by  the  inspectors. 

In  practice  an  inspector  has  to  be  on  duty  every  Saturday  and 
Sunday.  Considerable  quantities  of  meat  produced  in  the  Ramsbottom 
area  are  being  exported  to  neighbouring  areas. 

The  Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilisation)  Regulations,  i960  came 
into  force  on  the  1st  November,  and  are  strictly  complied  with. 

All  condemned  meat  is  removed  at  the  time  of  inspection 
and  is  dyed  with  "naphthalene  green".  It  is  finally  disposed  of 
to  a  fertiliser  and  animal  feeding  stuffs  manufacturer  and  to  a 
knacker.  The  butchers  receive  payment  equivalent  to  the  'Condemned 
value’  of  all  carcases  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption.  77 
carcases  were  affected  with  cysticercosis  of  which  some  part  was 
condemned,  a  percentage  of  1.04  of  the  number  of  cattle  inspected 
compared  with  1.2  in  1966  and  1.2.  in  1965*  5  carcases  were 

submitted  for  treatment  by  refrigeration  for  three  weeks  at  20CJP 

In  October,  1963  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963  came 
into  force  in  the  district,  requiring  the  marking  of  all  meat  prior  to 
removal  from  the  slaughterhouse.  The  Council  decided  to  levy 
maximum  charges  for  meat  marking  as  allowed  under  the  Regulations. 

In  practice  and  Inspector  has  had  to  be  virtually  on  meat  inspection 
duty  full  time  to  cover  the  three  slaughterhouses. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  1967,  217  cases  of  cysticercus 
bovis  were  found  in  the  whole  of  the  administrative  county  out  of 
110,762  cattle.  Of  these  72  were  found  in  Ramsbottom  out  of  7,361 
cattle.

(f)  Lancashire  County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act,  195*1
